MAYOR'S  ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: 

We  have  come  here  this  morning  to  inaugurate  the  City 
Government  for  the  ensuing  year  and  have  invoked  the  aid  of 
Divine  Providence  to  assist  us  in  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  trust  committed  to  us  by  our  fellow  citizens.  I  wish  here 
to  humbly  acknowledge  my  appreciation  of  the  honor  that  for 
the  fourth  time  has  been  conferred  upon  me. 

For  several  reasons,  the  rate  of  taxation  is  higher  the  pres- 
ent year  than  the  one  preceding  ;  the  destruction  of  the  Kear- 
sarge  Mills  last  December  by  fire  and  the  withdrawal  of  that 
taxable  property  tended  largely  to  this  increase.  It  should  be 
our  earnest  endeavor  to  do  all  that  can  be  done  without  injury 
lo  the  prosperity  of  our  city  to  reduce  the  rate  this  year. 

In  regard  to  our  city's  liabilities  you  will  find  a  full  and  ac- 
curate statement  in  the  City  Book  of  Dec.  31st,  1880,  at  which 
time  the  financial  year  of  the  city  ended. 

Our  schools  still  maintain  their  high  standard.  During  the 
year  some  changes  have  been  made  in  the  corps  of  teachers. 
Mr.  Clark  after  years  of  service  has  resigned  as  principal  of  the 
High  School,  and  we  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  for  that 
position  Mr.  Edward  J.  Goodwin.  The  influence  exercised 
by  our  schools  in  the  formation  of  the  character  ot  the  men 
and  women  of  the  future  is  very  great,  and  it  behooves  us  to 
do  all  in  our  power  for  them.  I  think  we  have  a  corps  of 
teachers  to  whom  we  can  safely  leave  this  sacred  trust. 

Our  fire  department  is  in  excellent  condition.  We  have 
purchased  the  past  year  3OOO  feet  of  hose.  At  the  Kearsarge 
Mills  fire  we  lost  by  bursting  and  fire  so  much  that  we  were 
compelled  immediately  to  add  this  large  quantity  in  order  to 
keep  up  the  efficiency  of  this  branch  of  the  department.  There 
has  been  appropriated  this  year  $3000  for  an  artesian  well  on 
the  Parade.     Before  commencing  this    work    we    should    give 
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the  subject  much  consideration,  bearing  in  mind  that  at  best  ii 
is  a  doubtful  experiment,  and  that  the  two  just  completed 
in  this  city  have  not  proved  what  was  expected  of  them.  The 
officers  and  members  of  the  force  are  an  honor  to  our  city  and 
prompt  when  duty  calls. 

I  can  add  nothing  to  the  praise  of  our  police  force  that  I 
have  not  already  said  in  previous  years.  At  all  times  they 
have  been  both  gentlemanlv  and  efficient  in  discharging  their 
duties  and  I  hope  no  change  will  be  made  in  the  force. 

Our  streets  and  sidewalks  are  in  excellent  condition  and  it 
has  been  my  endeavor  to  keep  them  so.  Nothing  adds 
more  to  the  attractiveness  of  a  city  than  well  kept  and  clean 
thoroughfares.  I  would  suggest  an  appropriation  next  year 
for  covering  a  portion  of  Market  street  with  crushed  stone; 
in  fact  the  whole  street  as  well  as  that  part  of  Yaughan  streel 
that  is  still  paved  should  be  so  graded. 

Our  Almshouse  and  city  farm  under  the  watchful  care  of 
Mr.  Shannon,  the  Superintendent,  and  his  wife,  the  matromi, 
are  in  excellent  condition,  and  the  unfortunate  poor  residing 
there  are  well  cared  for. 

Something  must  be  done  to  abate  the  North  Mill-pond  nui- 
sance, and  I  would  recommend  an  early  consultation  with  the 
owner  thereof  and  the  Eastern  R.  R.  Co.  to  see  if  some  plan 
cannot  be  devised  for  its  abatement.  As  to  the  South  Pond-, 
if  those  who  find  fault  because  occasionally  there  is  a  bad  odor 
from  it  would  only  reflect  a  little  they  would  soon  realize  the 
great  difficulty  we  have  to  contend  with  in  keeping  the  water 
pure.  Let  them  remember  that  a  great  portion  of  the  city 
drainage  is  conveyed  into  that  pOnd,  and  to  get  rid  of  it  we 
must  change  the  water,  and  when  this  is  done  of  necessity  an 
odor  must  arise.  I  hope  by  placing  a  flood  gate  on  the  tide 
gates  to  remedy  this  evil. 

The  poor  of  the  city  have  been  well  cared  for  by  the  Board 
of  Overseers  ;  and  there  ought  not  (with  our  many  other  char- 
ities) to  be  any  suffering  among  us.  I  would  again  suggest 
concert  of  action  on  the  part  of  city  and  local  charities. 

The  several  suits  against  the  city  have  been  well  managed 
by  our  solicitor,  W.  Russell  Foster,  Esq.,  and  in  most  of  the 
cases  settled,  the  city  has  come  oft' best.  As  yet  we  have  re- 
ceived no  order  from  the  Court  to  extend    Short  street  to  north 
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mill  bridge,  yet  they  have  awarded  damages  for  the  same. 

Last  year  I  called  attention  to  the  matter  of  establishing 
public  bathing  places.  Owing  to  no  definite  plans  and  the 
large  expenditure  of  money  necessary  for  their  maintenance, 
the  last  city  Government  did  not  feel  that  they  would  be  justi- 
fied in  taking  any  steps  toward  that  object  until  the  sense  of 
our  citizens  could  be  ascertained.  At  the  late  city  election  an 
effort  was  made  toward  that  end.  You  know  the  result,  and 
are  thus  enabled  to  act  understandinglv  in  the  matter. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils:  During  the  past  year  the 
prosperity  of  our  city  received  a  severe  blow  by  the  burning 
of  the  Kearsarge  Mills  ;  but  this  should  not  discourage  us  :  let 
us  hope  that  this  loss  will  be  repaired.  We  have  a  city  that 
wc  may  well  feel  proud  of.  Our  facilities  for  doing  business 
both  by  sea  and  land  are  unsurpassed.  Other  cities  offer 
building  lots  to  Manufacturing  Companies  as  an  inducement 
to  locate  with  them.  What  better  can  we  do  with  that  portion 
of  the  city  farm  that  has  been  laid  out  for  building  lots  than  to 
give  one  of  them  to  any  Manufacturing  Company  wishing  to 
locate  here?  Thus  opening  up  that  portion  of  our  city  for  build- 
ing purposes  and  bringing  in  new  taxable  property  where  now 
there  is  none,  and  no  revenue  worth  mentioning.  In  all  we 
do  let  us  be  prudent  and  keep  in  view  the  prosperity  of  our 
beloved  and  beautiful  city.

City  Solicitor's  Report. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of    Mayor  and  Aldermen    of 
the  City  of  Portsmouth  : 

Gentlemen  :  J  respectfully  report  the  following  unfinished 
business  in  my  department  together  with  a  brief  synopsis  of 
matters  disposed  of  during  the  past  few  months. 

( )n  the  eighth  of  September  last,  when  work  was  commenced 
on  the  extension  of  Short  street.  Mr.  E.  C.  Spinney  served  a 
notice  on  the  city  in  the  form  of  a  preliminary  injunction  to 
restrain  it  from  building  the  road  as  laid  out  by  the  Countv 
Commissioners.  A  hearing  was  had  before  Judge  Allen  at 
Dover,  and  the  injunction  was  denied.  Mr.  Spinney  subse- 
quentlv  filed  a  bill  in  Equity  against  the  city  which  was  en- 
tered at  the  last  October  term,  but  before  the  close  of  the 
term  this  proceeding  was  discontinued. 

At  the  October  term  William  11.  Rollins.  Trustee  tor  the 
Ravnes  estate,  entered  an  appeal  from  the  award  of  the  Coun- 
tv Commissioners  of  $Soo  for  land  taken  in  extending  Short 
street.  The  appeal  was  tried  by  the  jury,  who  assessed  dam- 
ages in  the  sum  of  $1000,  for  which  amount  judgment  was 
entered  and  satisfied. 

Hammond  v.  Page  and  Trustee,  a  small  case  in  which  the 
city  was  summoned  to  appear  as  Trustee,  entered  at  the  Octo- 
ber term,  was  disposed  of  at  the  same  term  without  detriment 
to  the  city's  interests. 

The  cases  remaining  on  the  docket  are  as  follows  : 

1st.     Joseph  II.  Jenness  v.  William  E.    Hadley ; 

3d.  Joseph  II.  jenness  v.  George  \Y.  Pendexter  et  als..  As- 
sessors :  actions,  arising  out  of  the  arrest  of  Mr.  Jenness  for 
non-payment  of  taxes  : 

3d.  William  E.  Hadley  v.  John  J.  Pickering,  Hill  in  Eq- 
uity to  compel  the  transfer  of  certain  bank  stock  sold  for  taxes. 
These  cases  are  referred  to  Hon.  Lewis  A\  .  Clark,  and  were 
submitted  to  him  last  summer  but  he  has  not  yet  filed  his  re- 
port. He  recently  notified  me  however,  that  he  intended  to 
report  before  the  January  term,  and  the  actions  will  probably 
be  disposed  of  at  that  time. 

4th.  Marian  L.  Odiorne  v.  Portsmouth  :  action  for  injuries 
received  by  slipping  down  on  the  ice  in  Market  street    in    De- 
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cember,  1SS0.  This  ease  would  have  been  tried  last  October 
had  it  not  been  for  the  illness  of  plaintiff's  counsel,  which 
rendered  its  continuance  unavoidable. 

5th.  Eastern  Railroad  in  N.  II.  v.  Portsmouth.  Petitions 
to  avoid  erecting  gates  at  the  Vaughan  street  and  Green  street 
crossings.  These  cases  are  partially  finished  and  I  have  made 
arrangements  with  counsel  by  which  I  hope  to  have  them  con- 
cluded at  an  early  day. 

Two  actions  have  been  commenced,  returnable  at  the  ensu- 
ing January  term,  growing  out  of  a  controversy  with  Daniel 
Mason  in  relation  to  the  dock  at  the  foot  of  Vaughan  street. 
One  is  brought  by  Mr.  Mason  against  Mayor  Sise  and  four 
other  city  officials  for  an  alleged  trespass.  The  other  is  an  ac- 
tion of  trespass  by  the  city  against  Mr.  Mason. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  criminal  complaints  have  been  iss 
and  prosecuted  at  the  instance  of  the  police  authorities.

Chief  Engineer's  Report. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Board  01  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen  :  In  compliance  with  the  Ordinance  defining  the 
duties  of  Chief  Engineer.  I  herewith  present  the  annual  report 
of  the  condition  of  the  Fire  Department :  a  list  of  fires  that  have 
occurred  during  the  past  year,  with  a  statement  of  the  amount 
of  loss  and  the  amount  of  insurance  on  the  property  destroyed. 
so  far  as  ascertained;  the  amount  of  property  belonging  to  the 
city,  under  my  charge  :  a  list  of  the  members  with  their  ages 
and  residences,  and  a  list  of  the  reservoirs  with  their  location. 
condition  and  capacity. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The  Department  now  numbers  one  hundred  and  thirty-one 
(131)  men.  viz.:  Chief  Engineer,  and  four  Assistant  Engin- 
eers. Clerk  of  bire  Department,  three  Steamers'  companies 
consisting  of  twenty-one  men  each  ;  two  Extinguisher  compa- 
nies of  ten  men  each,  one  Hook  and  Ladder  company  of  twen- 
ty-one men  :  one  Hose  company  of  three  men  ;  four  steam 
engineers,  three  steam  firemen,  two  drivers,  six  men  on  rebel' 
steamer,  and  three  men  for  Supply  Wagon. 

APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus  of  the  Department  consists  of  three  Steam 
Eire  Engines,  with  hose  carriages  attached,  and  one  Steamer 
in  reserve,  two  Extinguishers,  one  Hook  and  Ladder  truck, 
one  Supply  Wagon,  two  horse  hose  carriages  and  two  sleighs. 

Steamer  No.  1  was  built  by  the  Portland  Company.  Put 
into  service  in  1S6  {. 

Steamer  No.  2  was  built  by  the  Manchester  Locomotive 
Works.      Put  into  service  in  1879. 

Steamer  No.  3  was  built  by  the  Amoskeag  Company.  Put 
into  service  in  1  S70.

'1  Ik-  Steamers  and  Extinguishers  are  in  good  condition  and 
reliable.  The  llook  and  Ladder  truck  is  not  reliable,  and  I 
would  recommend  that  a  new  one  be  bought  to  be  drawn  by 
horses.

There  are  6lO0  feet  of  leather  hose  in    the    Department    and

the  Board  of  Aldermen  2000  feet  of  old  hose,  iron  kettles,  etc.

The  reservoirs  are  thirteen  (13)  in  number  and  are  in  good 
condition. 

FIRES    AND    ALARMS. 

The  fires  and  alarms  from  January  1st  to  December  31st. 
number  ten.  The  value  of  property  destroyed  and  the  amount 
of  insurance  on  the  same  is  shown  elsewhere. 

EXPEXPITUKFS. 

The  iimsunt  of  money  expended  during  the  past  year  is 
$7999. S6  of  which  $5696.64  was  for  salaries  and  $2303.22  for 
contingent- expenses. 

In  regard  to  the  amount  of  money  necessary  for  the  main- 
tenance of  our  Department,  I  would  say  that  after  many  years 
experience  in  the  Fire  Department  of  this  city,  and  a  careful 
examination  of  Departments  similar  in  size  to  our  own,  I  am 
convinced  that  the  Fire  Department 'of  this  city  can  be  so  re- 
organized as  to  be  made  more  efficient  and  less  expensive.  This 
I  think,  can  be  done  by  a  reduction  of  the  number  of  men  ;  the 
use  of  horses  to  haul  the  hose-carriages,  and  in  many  other 
wavs  which  could  properly  be  laid  before  the  committee  on 
Fire  Department,  should  the  subject  be  referred  to  them  for 
consideration.  I  would  be  pleased  to  co-operate  with  your 
committee,  present  plans  for  their  consideration,  and  respect- 
fully suggest  that  the  matter  be  taken  up  at  an  early  day. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  express  my  thanks  to  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  and  to  the  members  of  the  City  Councils  for  their 
earnest  efforts  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  Department.  t<> 
the  City  Marshal  and  his  assistants  for  the  aid  they  have  ren- 
dered, to  the  Board  of  Engineers  and  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  several  companies  for  the 'prompt  and  efficient 
manner  in  which  they  have  discharged  their  duties

ANNUAL   REPORT 

OF  THE 

Chairman  of  Board  of  Instruction. 


To  THE  HONTORABLE  BOARD  OF  MAYOR  AND  ALDERMEN  : 

In  making  my  annual  report  at  this  time  as  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Instruction  it  is  very  gratifying  to  inform  you 
that  the  board  has  again  made  a  reduction  in  its  estimate  of 
the  amount  needed  for  educational  purposes  the  coming  year. 
The  sum  now  asked  for  is  almost  $4000  less  than  was  appro- 
priated in  1878,  and  this  too  without  injury  to  the  cause  of  ed- 
ucation in  our  city. 

By  reference  to  the  report  of  the  High  School  committee 
you  will  perceive  that  the  parents  have  at  last  been  awakened 
to  the  necessity  of  deciding  upon  the  course  of  studies  to  be 
pursued  by  their  children  on  entering  the  school.  This  is  a 
move  in  the  right  direction  and  will  add  much  to  the  efficien- 
cy and  prosperity  of  a  school  of  which  to  day  we  may  well 
feel  proud. 

I  would  refer  you  to  the  accompanying  reports  of  the  differ- 
ent Grade  Committees  for  a  fitter  understanding  of  the  present 
condition  of  the  schools  under  their  more  immediate  charge. 

The  Committee  on  suburban  schools  report  a  lack  of  school- 
room in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Creek  and  suggest  a  plan  for 
remedying  it  by  adding  another  story  to  the  Spalding  school.  I 
hope  it  will  not  be  found  necessary  to  do  this  until  an  increased 
prosperity  of  our  city  admits  of  it.  With  the  large  expenditures 
on  school  houses  the  past  year  they  should  not  require  much 
repairing  for  some  time  to  come. 

Again  let  me  urge  upon  you  the  advisability  in  a  pecuniary 
point  of  view  of  changing  the  mode  of  heating  our  schools. 
The  first  outlay  might  be  large,  but  the  annual  saving  esti- 
mated this  year,  if  coal  had  been  used  instead  of  wood,  to  be 
over  $500,  would  warrant  our  making  the  change,  not  all  at 
once  but  possibly  one  a  year.  Pardon  me  for  so  often  bring- 
ing this  matter  to  your  notice  ;  its  importance  to  our  city  fi- 
nancially is  so  great  that  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  again  refer  to 
it. 

Tn  conclusion,  I  would  respectfully  ask  you    and    all    others 


interested  in  our  schools  to  visit  them  occasionally    and    judge 
for  yourselves  of  their  standing.

Grammar  Grade  Committee  Report, 


There  has  been  no  material  change  in  the  condition  and 
general  standing  of  the  Grammar  Schools  since  the  report  of 
last  year.  If  there  is  anything  to  note  that  is  worthy  of  rec- 
ord, it  is  the  gradual  improvement  in  methods  of  teaching. 
Written  work  is  now  generally  required  by  our  grammar 
school  teachers  where  formerly  oral  recitations  alone  were  de- 
manded. This  is  not  only  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the 
age,  and  the  methods  of  the  best  schools  in  the  country,  but  it 
is  obvious  that  more  substantial  work  can  be  thus  gained  from 
scholars,  and,  as  a  matter  of  course,  a  more  thorough  as  well 
as  a  more  profitable  result  will  be  obtained. 

We  also  find  that  with  our  best  teachers  in  this  city  text  work 
is  being  supplemented  at  almost  every  recitation  by  general 
questions  of  a  practical  character,  bearing  upon  the  lesson,  lor 
the  purpose  of  drawing  forth  from  the  mind  of  the  pupil  the 
amount  of  knowledge  that  he  has  acquired  concerning  the  sub- 
ject matter  of  the  recitation  ;  or,  in  other  words,  testing  his 
comprehension  of  the  lesson.  This,  too,  is  in  accord  with  the 
best  thought  concerning  methods  of  teaching,  and,  we  predict, 
that  such  forms  of  conducting  a  class  exercise  are  not  only 
to  be  more  generally  adopted  and  practiced,  but  greatly  im- 
proved upon  and  developed.  We  would  not  abandon  text 
work,  by  any  means  ;  on  the  contrary,  we  would  insist  upon  it 
as  the  only  basis  of  a  reliable  and  uniform  method  of  mind- 
training  and  general  instruction.  But  we  would  riddle  the 
work  thus  done  with  such  practical  questions  as  would  test  the 
child's  knowledge  of  the  subject,  and  enlighten  him  by  show- 
ing: him  the  connection  between  what  he  is  learning  from  day 
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to  clay  with  those  familiar  matters  which  every-day  life  brings 
to  him. 

We  have  tried  to  make  our  teachers  see  the  importance  of 
visiting  each  other's  school  here  in  Portsmouth,  as  well  as 
those  abroad  ;  and  thus  by  exchanging  ideas  and  methods,  and 
observing  details  that,  although  perhaps  trifling  in  themselves, 
may  be  of  inestimable  advantage  to  the  successful  conduct  of 
the  school.  Many  of  our  teachers  see  the  importance  of  this 
matter  of  finding  out  what  others  are  doing  in  school  work 
and  are  availing  themselves  of  frequent  opportunities  for  visit- 
ing; and  some  are  not.  And  we  regard  this  subject  as  of  suf- 
ficient moment  to  suggest  to  the  members  of  this  Board  that 
they  individually  make  a  note  of  those  who  practice  what  we 
have  alluded  to  and  of  those  who  do  not,  and  act  accordingly 
at  the  annual  election  of  teachers.

Intermediate  Grade  Committee  Report. 


In  attempting  to  write  our  annual  report  we  find  it  must 
necessarily  be  a  reiteration  of  former  reports,  the  schools  of 
this  grade  having  experienced  no  changes,  either  in  teachers 
or  course  of  study,  which  entailed  any  diminution  of  interest 
or  progress. 

Miss  Hill  was  succeeded  in  September  by  Miss  Whittem,  an 
old  and  experienced  teacher,  thus  enabling  the  work  in  her 
school  to  go  on  continuously  and  satisfactorily.  We  there- 
fore, in  lieu  of  the  usual  stereotyped  words  of  praise  or  blame, 
would  urge  upon  all  parents,  officials,  friends  of  education,  tax 
payers,  and  critics,  to  visit  our  schools,  and  report  to  us  their 
opinions  and  friendly  criticism,  that  we,  who  are  cognizant  of 
the  present  work,  may  not  regard  it  as  too  well    done,    but  be 


ready  to  co-operate  with  those,  who,  after  seeing    and    reflect- 
ing, shall  point  out  to  us,  a  still  "better  way  to  knowledge."

Primary  Grade  Committee  Report. 


We  must  begin  or  end  our  reports  by  emphasizing  the  par- 
amount importance  of  Primary  schools,  where  the  "Twig 
training"  of  our  future  men  and  women  is  chiefly  done.  A 
gentleman  said  not  long  ago  that  it  was  a  three  months  school- 
ing at  ten,  which  gave  the  bent  to  his  life.  It  happened  to  be 
the  best  sort,  for  it  gave  him  an  appetite  for  vigorous  self-im- 
provement ever  afterward.  The  right  use  of  eyes,  ears,  speech, 
hands  as  tools  to  work  with  ;  habits  of  attention,  observation 
and  carefulness  ;  habits  of  truth,  kindness  and  fidelity  legin 
here,  among  the  small  things  which  form  the  life  of  childhood. 
These  are  taught  not  only  by  precept  and  rule,  but  by  the 
tones  and  temper,  the  love  and  liveliness  of  the  teacher,  caught 
and  forever  stamped  on  the  little  people  of  her  charge. 

Do  our  Primaries  come  up  to  our  standard?  A  large  ma- 
jority of  our  teachers  are,  we  believe,  alive  to  their  work.  One 
way  of  showing  this  is  their  taking  the  time  allowed  them  to 
see  other  schools,  to  visit  noted  schools  out  of  town  at  their  own 
expense,  in  order  to  gain  new  methods  and  helps  for  their  work 
at  home.  Their  cordial  welcome  to  the  State  Institute,  recent- 
ly held  in  our  city  wras,  in  part,  due  to  the  fresh  impulses  and 
suggestions  which  they  had  gained  by  attending  its  meetings 
at  Manchester  the  year  before.  This  alertness  in  seizing  op- 
portunities for  improvement  is  one  of  the  best  pledges  for  gain- 
ing it. 

A  teacher  recently  confessed  that  on  beginning  her  work  al- 
most the  only  ideal  of  it  she  had,  was  to  "sit  straight  in  her 
desk  and  boss  ;"  and  one  of  the  hardest  parts  was  to  pull  the 
children  through  the  alphabet.     She  lias  gotten    bravely    over 
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these  early  views  and  is  one  of  our  most  progressive  and 
efficient  teachers.  As  for  the  formidable  battalion  of  the  al- 
phabet, by  its  happy  division  into  intelligible  companions  of 
small  words,  the  scholars  capture  it  not  as  a  task  but  a  pleas- 
ure, and  learn  to  read,  to  write  and  to  spell  with  much  of  the 
gusto  as  they  go  to  play.  Their  first  writing  lessons  on  the 
slate  are  often  remarkably  good.  We  wish,  however,  in 
most  cases  greater  attention  paid  to  distinct  pronunciation  ; 
and  that  every  leading  lesson  be  lifted  out  of  dull  routine  to 
quick,  bright,  intelligent  exercises. 

Supplementary  reading,  in  every  case,  where  used,  has  been 
pronounced  helpful.  An  exchange  from  soiled,  dog-eared 
and  familiar  pages  to  a  clean,  fresh  book  arrests  and  keeps  the 
attention  of  a  class. 

The  introduction,  also,  of  a  little  book  on  common  things 
for  easy  and  familiar  oral  instruction  has  been  an  excellent 
stimulus  in  our  higher  grade.  One  teacher  in  the  first  grade 
of  Primaries  at  the  Bartlett  school  has  been  dispensed  with, 
leaving  the  room  under  the  charge  of  one  person  as  we  long 
wished  :  this  was  done  by  changing  the  boundaries  of  the  dis- 
trict and  transposing  some  of  the  children  to  the  Cabot  street 
building. 

The  walls  ofour  rooms  have  been  whitened,  cellars  cleaned 
and  drainage  attended  to,  at  some  pains  by  the  city  authori- 
ties. Ventilation  and  an  even  temperature  in  the  rooms  arc- 
insisted  on. 

The  course  of  our  population  seeking  employment  seems  to  be 
toward  the  Creek  as  in  that  vicinity  most  of  our  local  indus- 
tries are  situated.  This  will  soon  compel  us  to  increase  our 
school  facilities  that  way  by  putting  another  teacher  into  the 
Spalding  school  :  and  in  order  to  be  saved  from  the  babel-dom, 
which  was  so  long  the  despair  of  your  committee  at  the  Bart- 
lett school,  we  suggest  that  a  room  for  her  accommodation 
will  be  needed,  which  a  second  story  on  the  .Spalding  build- 
ing would  easily  furnish.  We  speak  of  this  in  season  that 
there  be  no  delay  or  baffling  when  the  need  comes  distinctly 
before  us.

Suburban  Grade  Committee  Report. 


The  Woodbury  School  is  now  taught  by  Mr.  Emil  C. 
Pfeiffer,  Mr.  Dennett,  the  former  teacher,  having  resigned 
in  September. 

Mr.  Pfeiffer  is  much  interested  in  his  work;  and,  as  a  re- 
sult, good  progress  has  been  made,  notwithstanding  the 
change  in  teachers. 

At  the  Plains  we  note  a  decided  change  for  the  better.  The 
register  shows  that  the  average  attendance  is  equal  to  that  of 
some  schools  in  the  city,  quite  a  large  proportion  of  the  pupils 
being  perfect  each  month.  Good  order  has  been  maintained 
so  far  this  year  without  corporal  punishment.  The  much- 
needed  repairs  on  the  building  here,  recommended  last  year, 
were  made  during  the  summer  vacation. 

Miss  Rothwell,  who  had  taught  the  Lafayette  school  sev- 
eral-terms, was,  at  the  beginning  of  this  year,  transferred  to 
the  Haven  School,  and  Miss  E.  A.  Newton  has  succeeded 
her.  A  good  class  of  scholars  is  enrolled  here,  and  fair  pro- 
gress is  being  made. 

The  committee  being  unable  to  give  these  schools  much  at- 
tention, would  suggest  the  propriety  of  allowing  the  Masters 
of  the  several  districts,  sufficient  time  for  visiting  them.

High  School  Committee  Report. 


To  the  Board  of  Instruction  : 

The  High  School  Committee  respectfully  submit  the  follow- 
ing report :  « 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  we  received  with  regret 
the  resignation  of  Mr.  Stephen  W.  Clarke,  the  Principal.  Mr. 
Clarke  has  long  been  connected  with  the  school,  and  under  his 
instruction  it  attained  a  high  character  for  discipline  and  effi- 
ciency. We  deem  ourselves  peculiarly  fortunate  in  securing 
as  his  successor,  Mr.  E.  C.  Goodwin,  whose  ripe  scholarship 
and  long  experience  in  High  School  work  are  a  sufficient 
guarantee  that  we  can  safely  entrust  to  him  the  future  of  the 
school.  Mr.  Clarke  resigned  Jan.  25th,  but  at  considerable 
personal  inconvenience  he  remained  in  charge  until  Feb.  iSth, 
when  Mr.  Goodwin  commenced  his  labors. 

A  circular  addressed  to  parents,  in  which  was  set  forth  in 
detail  a  double  course  of  study, — an  English  course  of  three 
vears  and  a  Latin  course  of  four  years. — was  handed  to  each 
of  the  successful  candidates  for  admission  to  the  school  in  July 
last.  Parents  were  requested  to  make  a  careful  decision,  and 
return  an  answer  endorsed  on  the  circular  which  of  the  two 
courses  would  be  taken.  Twenty-six  of  the  class  elected  to 
take  the  Latin  or  four  years  course  ;  and  twenty  the  English 
or  three  years  course.  We  have  thus  successfully  inaugurated 
a  plan  which  has  been  in  contemplation  for  several  years,  and 
confidently  trust  it  will  meet  the  public  commendation. 

During  the  summer  vacation  a  Chemical  Laboratory  was 
fitted  up  in  the  lower  recitation  room.  This  room  was  pre- 
pared for  the  purpose  of  teaching  the  physical  sciences  experi- 
mentally, and  to  train  the  pupils  to  use  their  hands  and  eyes 
by  manipulating  the  apparatus,  and  to  exercise  their  reason 
and  judgment  by  deducing  general  laws  from  specific  facts 
produced  by  experiment.  A  large  portion  of  the  apparatus 
purchased  is  serviceable  for  illustrating  physics  as  well  as 
chemistry,  and  the  physical  apparatus  which  has  been  in  the 
possession  of  the  school  for  several  years  is  stored  in  this  room 
and  thus  rendered  more  available  than  formerly.  We  already 
see  good  results  from  this  outlay,  in  increased  interest  on  the 
part  of  the  pupils,  and  a  more  intelligent  apprehension  of  their 
studies. 
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In  conclusion,  we  are  gratified  to  note  that  Mr.  Goodwin 
has  fully  answered  our  high  expectations,  and  to  cordially  tes- 
tify to  the  fidelity  of  the  teachers  and  general  obedience  and 
appreciation  displayed  by  the  pupils.  It  is  believed  we  may 
look  forward  to  continued  thoroughness  and  improvement  in 
the  future.
